Meetings are Interesting 


Ev angelist Willis pro ached to a go o d 
sized audience at the First Presby ter 
ian o hnrch rev iv al last night, and the 
interest seems to gro w with each ser­ 
v ice. 
Mr. Willie cho se fo r his dis- 
o o nrse “ Ambassado rs o f Christ,” ex ­ 
plaining the missio n o t the minister 
o f the go spel, his po tent po wers and 
his wo ndeifui message. 
He spo ke in 
part as fo llo w s: 
‘‘N o w then we are ambassado rs fo r 
Christ as tho ugh Christ did% beseech 
y o u by us, we pray y o u in Christ’s 
stead, be y e reco nciled to G o l 
‘‘An ambassado r,” say s 
Webster, 
4 ‘is a minister o f , the highest rank, 
emplo y ed by o ne prince o r State at 
the co urt o f ano ther, to manage the 
co ncerns o f his o wn prince o r state 
and 
representing 
the dignity 
and 
po wer o f his so v ereign.” 
‘‘He is sent to make kno wn the will 
o f his master, and to nego tiate in all 
matters affecting his interest* amo ng 
the 
peo ple to who m he h Lent He is 
bo und im plicitly to o bey his instruc­ 
tio ns, and to do , as far as po ssible, 
o nly what his so v ereign wo uld do . 
‘‘Our tex t represents ministers o f 
the Go spel as ‘ambassado rs’ fo r Christ 
They are to make kno wn, and ex plain, 
and enfo rce the 
terms 
upo n which 
Go d is w illing to be 
reco nciled to 
men. 
They are no t to nego tiate any 
new terras, no t fo llo w their o wn plans 
and adv ices, no r change a thing that 
is written. 
They are simply to state 
and urge Go d’s terms. 
‘‘Ev ery true minister o f the Go spel 
is co mmissio ned by Go d. 
He speaks 
in G o d’s name, and by his autho rity . 
N o o ther mo rtal is clo thed with such 
eo lemn diguity . 
Standing o n the lo ft­ 
iest pinnacle o f human ex altatio n, it 
is his to hear the wo rds 
o f J eho v ah 
and to repeat them to 
a listening 
earth. 
“ We wo uld ex pect the news that 
Go d had o ffered terms o f reco nciliatio n 
to be ev ery where hailed with demo n 
etratio us o f jo y . 
We wo uld ex pect 
the train to sto p in its sw ift rao e that 
all o n bo ard might learn 
the ‘glad 
tidings.' 
We wo uld ex pect the mill 
the fo rget, the plane, the saw, the an­ 
v il, the lo o m, the hammer to hush 
their clatter that so ns o f to il might 
hear the ‘go o d new s.’ 
We wo uld ex 
pect the farmer to leav e his 
plo w 
m id-furro w; the banker 
his ledgers 
and sto cks o f go ld; the merchant to 
leav e his custo mer at. the co unter; the 
lawy er to leav e his client; the phy si­ 
cian to leav e his patient, 
and the 
busy , hurry ing, jo stling thro ng 
that 
po urs alo ng the streets and tho ro ugh­ 
fares o f the city to pause in 
their 
headlo ng chase after busine-s o r pleas­ 
ure, and ail to gether press in a liv ing 
tide to meet 
the ambassado r fro m 
heav en, with eager hearts and earnest 
co untenances, to learn the terms o f 
reco nciliatio n. 
With what abso rbing 
interest w ill they listen, with what 
breathless attentio n hang 
upo n his 
wo rds. 
“ Ho w ready they w ill be to accept 
any terms—to pay any price—to make 
any sacrifice—to endure any suffer­ 
ing, o nly so that they may be deliv er­ 
ed fro m the awful curse and co nse- 
queno e o f sin and resto red to the fav o r 
o f Go d? 
And when the minister, in 
the name o f his master, o ffers a full 
and free pardo n to ev ery o ne who jwill 
accept it as a gift, no matter ho w 
heino us o r ho w aggrav ated his rebel­ 
lio n. ho w eager ev ery so ul will be to 
av ail him self o f the precio us o ffer? 
Ho w the grateful cro wds w ill press 
aro und ti|e ambassado r to o btain the 
o fficial ev idence 
o f perso nal pardo n 
and safety ? 
“ And as they return they will sho ut 
their jo y till mo untain 
and v alley 
wo o dland and 
plain shall reso und, 
and the breezes o f ev ery clime be bur­ 
dened with the peans o f thanks giv ing 


and the stars shallfgo o ut in the light 
o f blazing bo nfires which shall pro ­ 
claim the gladness 
o f a 
pardo ned 
wo rld. 
‘‘But are these reaso nable ex pecta­ 
tio ns realized? 
Lo o k o v er the wo rld 
Yo u muss be mistaken. 
The peo ple 
are o ppressed with ‘no fearful lo o king 
fo rward to that great and awful day .’ 
“ As in the v isio n o f the pro phet, 
‘all the earth dwells and is at rest * 
Business hums, pleasure sings 
and 
dances as tho ugh all were well. 
The 
multitude treat the o ffer 
o f pardo n 
with indifference, so me 
with 
co n­ 
tempt, while a few o nly accept. 
The 
churches 
where Go d’s 
ambassado rs 
ho ld their co urts, are but half full, 
and 
part o f tho se who attend are 
sto lid and indifferent ;~so me no dding, 
so me smiling, so me criticising, and 
the tho ughts o f many wandering ‘with 
the 
fo o ls ey es to the ends o f the 
earth, * while the eternal destiny o f 
their so uls is being decided. 
“ But let me be 
mo re plain and 
practical, fo r by Go d’s help I want to 
reach y o ur co nsciences to night. No w 
then, 1 am an ambassado r fo r Christ 
and the ctiurch. 
There is no difficulty 
with Go d. 
It is all o n y o ur part 
He has declared himself ready to be 
reco nciled He has taken 
ev ery thing 
o ut o f the way o f y o ur reco nciliatio n 
Infinite wisdo m has satisfied justice 
and preserv ed Go d’s ho no r, and no w 
inv ites, urges entreats, beseeches y o u 
to be reco nciled. 
Go d has do ne ev ery ­ 
thing to make reco nciliatio n o n y o ur 
part easy . 
I had almo st said he had 
do ne ev ery thing he can do witho ut 
fo rcing

w ill—v io lating

An interesting relic is o wned by 
Asahel Tracy , who is no w past eighty - 
eight y ears o ld. say s the Greenfield 
Tribune. 
Mr. 
Tracy 
liv es a mile 
so utheast o f Fo nntainto wn The trunk 
o r what wo uld no w be kno wn as a 
small treasure bo x is o nly thirteen 
inches lo ng, sev en inches wide, fiv e 
inches high and is o v er 200 y ears o ld 
The bo x has been handed do wn by fiv e 
generatio ns. 
It was bro ught to this 
co untry fro m Ireland and was first 
taken to 
New Hampshire, then to 
Vermo nt and then to New Yo rk where 
it was receiv ed by the seco nd genera­ 
tio n. 
The grandfather died and then 
it became the pro perty o f the third 
generatio n. 
It was carried thro ugh 
three o ther States and was the pro per­ 
ty o f Mrs. Asabel Tracy ’s father who 
mo v ed to Rush co unty , Ind , eighty - 
two y ears ago . 
The trunk has many relics inside. 
Am o n] them a pair o f pinchers that 
were in a fire in the time o f the Rev o ­ 
lutio nary war, also co ntains a thimble 
that was used in sewing sho es 100 
y ears ago . 
Many manuscripts and a 
number o f small bo o ks sho wing ho w 
his grandfather receiv ed his pay fro m 
patro ns when he taught scho o l in New 
Yo rk. 
Mr. Tracy can tell many sto ries o f 
the time when men walked to Cincin­ 
nati ai d when the first railro ad was 
thro ugh the co unrty . 
He wo rked o n 
the o ld canal at Indianapo lis and was 
o ffered his cho ice o f o ne half acre o f 
land where the heart o f the city no w 
is o r so much mo ney fo r ev ery mo nth 
he wo rked, but like o thers, to o k the 
mo ney and nev er tho ught o f 
Indi­ 
anapo lis making such a magnificent 
city . 
His wages were |10 per mo nth. 
So far as Mr. Tracy kno ws he has the 
o nly key that was ev er used to unlo ck 
said bo x .

W ashington, Feb. 20.—Serious indus- 
4* 
trial disp utes in p rosp ect were in the 
m ind of President Roosevelt when he 
w rote a letter to the interstate com­ 
m erce commission which has just been 
m ade p ublic. 
He say s th at informa­ 
tion has reached him that on account 
of the enactm ent of drastic laws by 
r 
congress and by various state legisla­ 
tures, it is regarded as necessary by 
railroad comp anies to reduce the p ay 
of emp loy es. He p oints out that under 
the law either p arty may demand the 
services of the chairman of the inter­ 
state commerce commission and of the 
com m issioner of labor as a board of 
conciliation. 
He suggests, therefore, 
th a t the interstate commerce commis­ 
sion m ake such an investigation as 
will enable it to furnish data concern­ 
ing wage conditions on various rail­ 
roads as may relate, directly or indi­ 
rectly , to the p ossibly imp ending con­ 
troversy . 
( 
The full tex t of the p resident’s let­ 
te r to the interstate commerce com­ 
mission follows: 
“I am informed th at a num ber of 
railroad comp anies have served notice 
of a p rop osed reduction of wages on 
their emp loy es. One of them, the Lou­ 
isville & Nashville, in announcing the 
reduction, states that ‘the drastic laws 
inimical to the interests of the rail­ 
roads th at have in the p ast y ear or 
two been enacted by congress and the 
sta te legislature are largely or chiefly 
resp onsible for the conditions requir­ 
ing the reduction. 
“Under such circumstances it is p os­ 
sible that the p ublic may soon be con­ 
fronted by serious industrial disp utes, 
and the law p rovides th at in such 
case either p arty may demand the ser­ 
vices of y our chairm an and of the 
comm issioner of labor as a board of 
m ediation and conciliation. 
These re­ 
ductions in wages may be warranted, 
or they may not. 
As to this the p ub­ 
lic, which is a vitally interested p ar­ 
ty , can form no judgm ent without a 
m ore comp lete knowledge of the es­ 
sential facts and real m erits of the 
case than it now has or than it can 
p ossibly obtain from the sp ecial p lead­ 
ings certain to be p ut forth by each 
side in case their disp ute should bring 
about serious interrup tion to traffic. If 
the reduction in wages is due to nat­ 
ural causes, the loss of business being 
such th at the burden should be, and is; 
equitably distributed between cap ital­ 
ist and wage worker, the p ublic should 
know it. 
If it is caused by legislation 
the p ublic and congress should know 
it, and if it is caused by misconduct in 
th e p ast financial or other op erations 
by any railroad, then every body should 
know it, esp ecially if the ex cuse of un­ 
friendly legislation is advanced as a 
m ethod of covering up p ast business 
m isconduct by the railroad managers, 
or as a justification for failure to treat 
fairly the wage-earning emp loy es of 
the comp any . 
“Moreover, an Industrial conflict be­ 
tween a railroad corp oration and its 
emp loy es offers p eculiar op p ortunities 
to any small num ber of evil disp osed 
p ersons to destroy life and p rop erty 
and foment p ublic disorder. Of course 
if life, p rop erty and p ublic order are 
endangered, p romp t and drastic m eas­ 
ures for their p rotection become the 
first p lain duty . All other duties then 
become subordinate to the p reserva­ 
tion of p ublic p eace and the real m er­ 
its of the original controversy are 
necessarily lost from view\ 
This vital 
consideration should be ever kep t in 
m ind by all law-abiding and far-sighted 
m em bers of labor organizations. 
“It is sincerely to be hop ed, there­ 
fore, th at any wage Controversy that 
m ay arise between the railroads and 
their emp loy es may find a p eaceful 
solution through the methods of con­ 
ciliation and arbitration already p ro­ 
vided by congress, which have p roven 
so effective during the p ast y ear. 
To

They shall not be counted in the legitmate list of subscribers, and cop - 
p ies mailed on account thereof shall not be accep ted for mailing at the 
second 
class 
rate of p ostage of one cent a p ound, but 
may be 
mailed at the transient rate of one cent for each cop y , p rep aid by 
stamp s affix ed. 
The right of a p ublisher to ex tend credit for subscrip ­ 
tions is not denied or questioned, but his comp liance or non-comp li­ 
ance with this regulation will be taken into consideration in determ in­ 
ing whether the p ublication is entitled to transmission at the second- 
class p ostage rates.
